HUSBAND HURT 


HOME ON FIRE 


Mrs. Maggie Rooks Will Proba- 
bly Die From her 
Injuries, 


WAS HEATING LINIMENT 
WHEN CLOTHES IGNITED 


Husband Received Burns When 
He Tried to Extinguish the 
Flames---Negro Woman Aid- 
ed Him in Beating Out the 
Fire --- Victim Sent to Grady 
Hospital. 


With her clothing and hair ina mass | 


of flames, ignited from turpentine 
liniment which she was heating for her 
husband, Mrs. Maggie Rooks, aged 22, 
rushed into the open air on the back 
porch of her home at No. 95 Central 
avenue, shortly after 5 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon, and before assistance 
could be given, received frightful burns 
that will probably prove fatal. 

Her husband, John M. Rooks, aged 
about 35, who is a bricklayer, stopped 
his wife as he reached the tseps of 
the porch and, in helping to save her, 
was himself seriously burned on the 
arms and face. 

Mrs. Rooks is now at the Grady hos- 
pital. Besides external burns, it !s 
feared that he inhaled fire and her 
recovery is announced as doubtful. 
Rooks was at his wife's bedside all 
night after having his own burns 
dressed. 

' Large Crowd Attracted. 

Mrs. Rooks’ screams, which could be 
heard for blocks around, attracted a 
large crowd to the scene. In ajfmost a 
nude condition, she was lifted into the 
Grady hospital ambulance and rushed 
co the operating table. Never losing 
c¢nse,0us,ess; she suffered excruciating 
pain. 

Mrs. Rooks lives with her husband 
and little daughter, May, at 95 Central 
avenue. Rooks is a bricklayer, and 
Mrs. Rooks has s@veral boarders. Their 
room is In the rear of the house, open- 
ing almost directly on the back porch. 

Rooks recently injured kis back, and 
after coming home from his work, his 
‘fe poured some of the liniment con- 
tall.ing turpentine, into a saucepan and 
placed it on an open grate fire in their 
room. When it was sufficiently warm, 
she was to apply it to her husband’s 
hack 

Leaning over the fire, holding the 
saucepan, Mrs. Rooks suddenly drew 
back when the liniment ignited and 
flared up through the mouth of the 
pan in a lively blaze. Without think- 
ing of personal injury, she lifted the 
Saucepan away, and with one hand 
drew her cotton apron across the flame 
in order to smother it. 

Her Clothing in Flames. 

Almost instantly her own clothing 
was in flames, and losing all selif- 
control, she rushed with the flaming 
saucepan out on the back porch. 

Rooks, who wasinthe kitchen at the 
time, rushed out to meet his wife, and 
succeeding in throwing her down. Thea 
first person ta come to their assistance 
then was Mandie Lumpkin, an aged 
negress, living in the basement of a 
house adjoining the Rooks cottage. 

With her help Rooks succeeded in 
smothering the fire, but not before Mrs. 
Rooks was burned from head to foot and 
every particle of her clothing burned, 
including her hair. The Lumpkin wom- 
an escaped without injury. 

When the Grady ambulance arrived 
a soft blanket was placed tenderly 
about Mrs. Rooks’ baked body, and as 
fast as horses could travel she was 
taken to the hospital. Only soothing 
oils could be applied to Mrs. Rocks’ 
body for her relief, and after working 
on her for an hour she was taken to 
the ward. 

The Rooks have Uve@ in Atlanta for 
only a few years. Mrs. Rooks is a 
native of Pigcock, Ga. 

A young man boarder named Tibbs 
put out the fire, which was beginning 
to burn the house, after Mrs. Rooks 
left her room, The flames were licking 
up the sides of the mantelpiece when 
Tibbs rushed into the room. He threw 
water on the fire, and stopped its prog- 
ress without the necessity of calling 
the department.

PRINCE ITO, OF JAPAN. 
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Tokio, October 26.—News has been 
received here that Prince Ito, the fa- 
mous Japanese statesman, has been 
assassinated by a Korean at Harbin. 
The fateful news was received in 
Tokio at 3 o'clock this afternoon, The 
dispatch contained only the brief an- 
nouncement that Prince Ito had been 
assassinated. The news has caused 


great grief and consternation. 


Prince Hirobumi Ito was perhaps the 
greatest statesman of New Japan. The 
achievement: with which his name has 
been chiefly associated in the minds 
of occidentals was the framing of the 
imperial constitution by virtue of 
which Japan took her place for the 


first time in the rank of modern civil- 
ized states. 

As the emperor’s trusted adviser and 
the mdeium through which the state 
was placed on a ccnstitutional basis, 
he must be regarded as one of the post- 
tive factors which have helped'to win 
for Japan her present standing among 
nations. 

He was 68 years old. It was in 1863 
that he made his celebrated pilgrimage 
to England’ at a time when it was 
against the law of his* country to go 
abroad and the penalty for infringe- 
ment was. death. Nevertheless, in- 
spired by patriotic. feeling: and a desire 
to learn. the secret of occidental su- 
premacy: he: undertook the trip, which 
proved so © beneficial to his countrys

Relatives of the girls arriving say 
that there are forty-odd girls at the 
college too ill to be removed. It is 


pronounced the malady, which was at 
first thought to be fever, to be 
ptomaine poisoning, and it is also said 
here that it is an epidemic of grip. 
Whatever it is, there are dozens of sick 
girls. No deaths are reported. Seven 
trained nurses from Nashville are said 
to be at Athens. The college is under 
the auspices of the Methodist church. 
Suspended for Ten Days. 
Advices from Athens tonight are to 
the effect. that the -school has been 
suspended for ten days. -The president, 
Miss Mary N. Moore, was thrown from 
her horse about ten days ago and sus- 
tained a broken rib. Fer several] days 
she has been at the home of her sis-. 
ter, Mrs. F. W. Brandon, in Bessemer. 
Rev. F. W. Brandon, presiding elder 
of the Bessemer district, is now at 
Athens in charge of the school. 
It is stated tonight that about 100 
students have left the school.in the 
last few days. AlthOugh great secrecy 
has been maintained ab the situa- 
tion at the schoo] becadse df the fear 
that it would do the institution in- 
calculable harm, it is understood that 
the doctors have. been greatly puzzled 
by the malady.

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COTTON MILLS 
ON SHORT TIME 


Boston, October 25.—The officials of 
the Arkwright Club reported today 
that cotton manufacturerS in New 
England, representing several million 
spindles, have expressed their inten- 
tion of following the club’s sugges- 
tions for a curtailment equivalent to 
224 hours between November 1 and 
August next. 

While some of the mills may not 
curtail unless there is general action 
by a large majority, many other mills 
will close their factories regardless 
of what action others may take. It is 
Said assurances have been received 
from mills in New York state that they 
will follow the example of the New 
England mills. If the other milis 
represented in the’ Arkwright Club 
join in the movement, between. nine 
and ten million spindles will be af- 
fected. 


Nine Mills Close Down. 

Union, 8. C., October 25.—Nine cot- 
ton mills in this county, representing 
about three hundred thousand spindles, 
8,000 looms, employing 5,000 operatives 
and consuming annually over sixty 
thousand bales of cotton, will close 
down on aicount of ‘the present high 
prices. of cotton. The Lockhart mills 
will be shut down only one week. Such 
is the indication from statements made 
by mill managers here today. 


Short Time at Anderson. 

Anderson, S. C..'October 35.—Because 
the price of cotton goods does not 
correspond with the high price of raw 
cotton, the cotton mills of Anderson 
and adiacent counties will operate but 
five davs a week. This action was de- 
cided upon at a meeting of the inter- 
ests affected today and became imme- 
diately effective.

WIFE MURDERED 


AY HER HUSBAND 


FrederickGebhardtTells a Shock- 
ingly Brutal Story of 
His Crime 


WITH HER LIPS ON HIS 
He FRED FATAL SHO 


Eighteen Months Ago Murder 
Was Done; Week Ago Girl’s 
Skeleton Was Found; Sunday 
Night Gebhardt Was Arrest- 
ed on Suspicion, and Monday 
Night He Confessed Crime. 


New York, October 28.—A year and 
a half ago a friendless girl was mur- 
dered in a forsaken patch of wood- 
land near Islip, L. I.: a week ago her 
bleached ang charred skeletOn was 
found, with nothing to indicate its 
identity but her jewelry and a bill of 
Sale from a German shop; three days 
later, through the police of Hamburg, 
Germany, her identity was established 
as Anna Luther, though the cables 
first carried the name as Latter; last 
night her husband, Frederick Geb- 
hardt, who. bad marrieg her under the 
name of Otto Mueller, was caught in 
Astoria, L. I., by a photographer's 
flashlight, and tonight he confessed 
over his signature that he js the mur- 
derer. 

Confession. 

The confession follows:

From the time of his arrest 
night until he broke down under: the 
questions of the detectives, Gebhardt, 
although he admitted that he commit- 
ted bigamy when he married Anna 
Luther, denied all knowledge of her 


death. 
Letter Made Him Confess. 

“How about this letter?” asked Cor- 
oner Savage, and he began to read a 
note mailed last night to the German 
consul and signed Otto Mueller. : 

“J am the husband,” it ran, “without 
doubt, of the woman Anna Mueller. 
After we arrived in New York from 
Germany, in April of last year, we 
stayed in Newport ten days. Then we 
went to Florida for the health of my 
wife, and settled there for the time 
peg Jamaica, where I formerly lived 
with my wife, she had received a vis- 
itor whom she represented to me to 
be a Mr. Bradley, of Denver. From 
Florida we went to Denver, and this 
Mr. Bradley called again. In Septem- 
ber, 1908, my wife disappeared after I 
reproached her for seeing Bradley when 
I happened to be away for two days. 

“This man Bradley is about six feet 
high, with light hair, smooth face and 
claims to be a real estate dealer. I, 
Mueller. will at once go to Germany 
to seé my vparents-in-law and will 
then be at vour service.” 

“Oh. What's the Use,”” He Said. 

The same inexplicable impulse which 
had vrompted Gebhardt to write this 
fatal letter had led him to give to 
Bradlev. who does not exist outside 
of his imagination, his own personal 
description. As soon aB he saw the 
letter again, his jaw dropped, he grew 
white and began to’shiver, and before 
the reading was completed, exclaimed: 

“Oh. what's the use, anyway? You 
have me and I might as well own up 
I killed her.”

The re-examination was made under 
a resolution passed by the last legisia- 
ture and the astounding results of the 
first five score of cases has caused 
hope to run high in the hearts of the 
875 outcasts in the settlement. 

The examining physicians declared 
these fifty mever had the’ disease and 
that others certainly were not lepers 
now, since searching bacteriological 


examinations had failed to reveal any 
trace of the scourge. 

Those examined recently were the 
first to take advantage of .the regu- 
lation granting them a re-examination, 
and now it is expected that many hun- 
dreds of others—all, in fact, who have 
not yet- shown the distressing symp- 
toms of later stages of the disease— 
will at once apply for the privilege. 
While.the laws were framed to give 
the benefit of any doubt to the out- 
casts, the news that so large a per- 
centage had proven non-leprous has 
caused a sensation here as well as 
upon Molokai, the most dreaded island 


of the group.

MILITANT WOMAN HAILED 
BY GOTHAM SUFFRAGETTES 


New York, October 25.—Rarely, if 
ever, has Carnegie Hall .seen such a 
gathering of women as assembled there 
tonight under the auspices of the 
Equality League of Self-Supporting 
Women, to welcome Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst, the British militant suf- 
fragette, and to proclaim their own 
right to vote. 

On the stage were seventy-nine 
teachers, fifty-seven physicians, six den- 
tists, forty-nine social workers, thirty- 
eight trained nurses, one hundred and 
twenty trade unionists, eight 
actresses, including Miss Carlotta 
Neilson -and Mrs. Beatrice Forbes 
Robertson; ten musicians; Miss 
Anna Peck, the mountain climber; four 
civil engineers, forty-six business wom- 
en, six authoresses, including Charlotte 
Perkins Gilman and the* Countess de 
Grammont; three  sculptresses, one 
architect, four journalists, including 
Mrs, Elbert Hubbard; sixteen civil ser- 
vice women, twenty-five lawyers and 
representatives of thirteen trades in 
which women compete with men. 

Among the box holders were Mrs. O. 
H. P. Belmont, Mrs. J. G. Phelps- 
Stokes, Mrs. William M. Ivins, Mrs. R. 
H. Gary and Mrs. Henry Phipps. 

Although the meeting had been an- 
nounced for 8:15 o'clock, the hall was 
crowded long before that hour, and 


more than 1,000 were turned away.. 


Women collegians in caps and gowns 
were much in evidence, while on the 
stage a forest of banners proclaimed 
the women’s organizations represented. 

The flag of Wyoming, the first state 
to grant women suffrage, hung facing 
the stage, and the ushers wore orange- 
colored shoulder sashes, bearing the 
familiar legend “votes for women.”

Demurrers Filed. by Jos. 
F, Gray. 


Claims McLendon, Being Ac- 
quiescent in ethods Em.- 
ployed in Suspending Brown, 
Is Estopped From Pleading 
Against Same in Own Case. 


Savannah, Ga., October 25.—(Special) 
Four papers were filed in the McLen- 
don-Gray court fight over the Georgia 
railroad commissionship here today be- 


|fore Judge Charlton, in Chatham supe- 
‘janaries, bobbed up -tonight as a legal 


rior court. 

For Mr. Gray there were filed a de- 
murrer to the information filed, an ap- 
peal of estoppel of the suiteand an an- 
swer to the plea of estoppel, and the 
whvie thing was bunched in the argu- 
ment. 

Case Is Argued. 

Colonel Garrard was heard for Mr. 
Gray, and had not finished his argu- 
ment when the case went over for the 
cay. Tomcrrow Colonel Garrard will 
finish. 

Captain R. M. Hitch will speak for 
Mr. Gray; Judge Lamar for Mr. Mc- 
Lendon. ard Colonel Garrard will have 
the final argument. ‘Mr. McLendon 
was not present. Mr. Gray is.in court. 

Colonel William Garrard first at- 
tacked the contention that later laws 
hud repealed so much of the law of 1879 
that it has taken away from the gov- 
erncr the right of suspension and of 
ren-oval from the legislature. He 
urged there is no property right in the 
oifice held by a commissioner. 

In his demurrer, Mr. Gray declares 
the acts of the governor and legisia- 
ture are not for the courts to review 
in his plea of estoppel. He refers to 


Joseph M. Brown, who as railroad com- 
misstoner at the time was suspended 
by former Governor Smith on August 
21, 1907. Mr. McLendon took his office 
under the terms and conditions under 
which Mr. Brown held office, and the 
two processes of suspension and re- 
moval are said to be identical. 

Mr. McLendon being perfectly ac- 
quiescent in the methods employed in 
suspending Mr. Brown ‘is_ estopped 
from pleading against the same in his 
own case. Having submitted himself 
fully and unequivocally to the general 
assembly .the relator is estopped from 
stating their action was unconstitu- 
tional. 

The Relator Acquiesced. 

The relator yielded to the joint reso- 
lution of both branches of the legisla- 
ture and acquiesced in them in all legal 
and proper. The relator took a part in 
all the proceedings, cross-éxamined all 
witnesses, produced testimony in his 
own accord and had the fullest scope 
in answering the charges, and this 
action estopped him from the remedy 
he now seeks.

CAMPAIGN IS BEGUN 


Alleged That Girls Are De- 
moralized by the Em- 
ployment. 


New York, October 25.—If the in- 
dustria] employees’ welfare committee 
of the National Civic Federation has 


‘Its way, cloak models in garment fac- 


tories and show rooms will have to 
seek other means Of livelihood. 

The committee, which is composed 
of prominent women representing va- 
rious pre aye of the country, has de- 
cided that the employment of girls 
as models is demoralizing to the girls, 
the employers and the customers. As 
a result of personal investigation 
made by the members of the com- 
mittee in many factories ang garment 
show rooms, the Civic Federation will 
undertake a campaign among the em- 
Pployers to discontinue the practice 
and substitute lay figures. 

“We found that the employment of 
girls as models has a demoralizing 
effect upOn the girls themselves, and 
upon the employers and purchasers,” 
said Mrs. J. Borden Harriman, chair- 
man of the committee, “and for that 
reason we decided to recommend that 
the Civic Federation make an issue of 


the matter.” 


POWER PLANT WRECKED 
BY BOILER EXPLOSION 


Pabst Brewing Company Loses 
250,000---One Man 
Killed. 


Milwaukee, Wis., October 25.—A ter- 
rific explosion of three boilers in the 
power plant of the Pabst Brewing Com- 
pany resulted in the death of Fred 
Stern, an employee, and the injury of 
four other employees. The explosion 
caused ,property damage estimated at 
$250,000. . 

Tons of debris were blown into Tenth 
street, between Cold Spring and Chest- 
nut streets. 

The detonation shook buildings with- 
fn a radius of half a mile of the brew- 
ery. Many windows were broken. 

Gottlieb Jehnert, who was seriously 
injured by the explosion, says it was 
the bursting of an 18-inch pipe which 
carried steam from the battery of eight 
boilers which wrecked the power build- 
ing.

Gaynor and Tammany Are 
Denouncing the Charge. 


Candidate Galvin Issues Chal- 
lenge to McClure’s Magazine. 
Hearst Tries to Prevent Use 
of Independence League Em- 
blem by Tammany. 


— 


New York, October 25.—William R. 
Heart’s former political organization 
known as the Independence League, 
the machinery of which was absorbed 
by Tammany Hall at the recent pri- 


technicality which may seriously inter- 
fere with the preparation of the offi- 


cial ballots for the municipal election 


to be held on November 2. 


Printing of Ballots Suspended. 

Clarence J, Shearn, counsel for Wil- 
liam R. Hearst, appeared before Su- 
preme Court Justice Gerard at a night 
session of that tribunal tonight, pro- 
testing against the appearance of the 
names of democratic tandidates under 
the Independence League emblem, with 
the result that the court ordered that 
the printing of the ballots, which was 
already under way, he suspended until! 
arguments for both sides can be heard 
tcemorrow. 

While the Independence League has 
lost its old-time prestige in this city, 
and is not now, strictly speaking, an 
organization of independent voters, the 
adoption of the name by Tammany Hall 
was considered an asset to democratic 
candidates in’ that it might lead Hearst 
supporters to vote under that emblem. 

The Hearst and Gaynor speeches to- 
night paralleled each other in many 
respects. Both dwelt at length on 
police reform and both criticised Gen- 
eral Theodore .A. Bingham, recently 
ousted as police commissiongr. Here- 
tofore Hearst has made little reference 
to the police, but Gaynor has empha- 
sized in nearly all of his addresses his 
views on “personal liberty.” Hearst 
followed along these same lines to- 
night. 

White Slave Issue, 

In his Cooper Union speech, after re- 
viewing police issues and attacking 
Hearst, Judge Gaynor referred indirect- 
ly to the “white slave” charge as made 
in a recent anti-Tammany magazine 
article. ‘‘We want to end this slander- 
ing and defiling of the city,” he con- 
cluded. . 

The “white slave” issue would not 
down today, but it was answered from 
almost every source in the democratic 
ranks. In a statement by Charles F. 
Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall, he 
repeated that the accusations were a 
libel on the name of the city. 

John F. Galvin, the democratic nom!- 
nee for president of the board of a}- 
dermén, offered to give $10,000 to the 
writer of the article; $10,000 to the 
Bannard campaign fund, and an equal 
sum to any charity if McClure’s maga- 
zine could produce “reasonabie proof” 
that any Tammany leader is interested 
in the profits of the “white slave” traf- 
fic. 

Gayuor Sues for Libel. ¢ 

New York, October 25.—The unique 
Situation of a mayoralty candidate 
suing for libel a newspaper which is 
his chief supporter? in his campaign 
was One of the political developments 
in New York today. 

William J. Gaynor, democratic can- 
didate for mayor, brought suit against 
The Press Publishing Company, pub- 
lishers of The New York World, for 
($100,000 damages. The action is based 
on alleged libelous statements in an 
article in The Evening World by 
Arthur Brisbane, editorial writer for 
Mr. Hearst’s newspapers, who has been 
presenting the Hearst side of the 
campaign in a series of articles under 
his signature. The Evening World 
opened its columns at the beginning 
of the campaign to the principal sup- 
porters of the various candidates.

“The Climax” at the Grand. 


“The Climax,” a play in three acts 
by Edward Locke, with incidental 
music by Joseph Carl Breil, was pre- 
sented by Joseph Weber at the Grand 
for the first time of five performances 
last night. This play is remarkable 
for the smallness of the cast, only four 
number, and for the fact that this 
quartet presents a theme which is 
gripping in intensity and . which 
sustains the interest throughout the 
evening, an interest dependent entire- 
ly upon the words and action of the 
play, for the scene is not changed once. 

Since this play follows so closely 
upon the heels of*“The Music Master,”’ 
and since the characters are taken 
from New York's musical quarter, too, 
that play, perforce, is drawn into a 
comparison, to which it would not have 
been subjected had its bookings been 
at a different date. But coming as it 
does on the wake of that masterpiece, 
much of the keen edge it otherwise 
would have enjoyed is blunted, though 
this opinion is purely a personal one. 

The tone of the two plays is the 
Same, but the theme and treatment 
varies widely. 

In the matter of stage settings 
Belasco has yet to find an equal, and 
in this respect “The Climax” suffered. 

But when it comes to the strength 
of the lines, the force in action and 
heart-stirring interest there is but 
slight difference, and no single mem- 
ber of ‘“‘The Music Master” cast, with 
the exception of its star, surpassed the 
quartet in ‘‘The Crimax,” who unfold- 
ed a story that made smiles chase 
away the tears throughout the eve- 
ning. 

One of the chief charms about “The 
Climax” is that to the majority of the 
audience the story of the play was 
unknown and it was unfolded without 
the jarring knowledge that comes 
when one is able to anticipate. 

There are, a8 stated, only four char- 
acters in the play: Luigi Golfanti (J. 
M. Colville), his son, Pietro Golfanti 
(Charies Howson), Dr. John Raymond 
(Robert Thorne) and Adelina Von Ha- 
gen (Pauline Perry). The first is the 
vocal teacher, his son, a composer, and 
Adelina, the pupil of Luigi and the in- 
spiration of Pietro. 

Their work was sqlendid. No better 
character work than that of Mr. Col- 
ville has been seen in years, and his 
| comparison with the recognized master

tering. His comedy and his pathos 
were alike taken with wonderful ease.

In Charles Howson the company has 
the ideal temperamental youth, ex-' 
citable, lovable, impulsive, rash and 
sincere. With these stage traits there 
is combined a natural talent for music, 
for his work on the piano marked him 
as an artist.

Altogether “The Climax” is a play 
that appeals at once and holds the in- 
terest sustained with a grip-like te- 
nacity.

President Leaves St. Louis 
on River Voyage. 


Addressing People of St. Louis, 
Taft Declared for Bonds to 
Improve Inland Waterways. 
Incidentally, He Referred to 
Alleged “Pork Barrel.” 


St. Louis, October 25.—Water im- 


provement as a part of a national poi- 
icy of conservation of the streams, the 
lands adjoining them and the forests 
at their sources today was the theme 
of two notable gatherings in St. Louis 
and in East St. Louis, IIL, in which 
President Taft, Joseph G, Cannon, 
speaker of the national house of repre- 


sentatives, and Governors Deneen, of 
lilinois, and Hadley, of Missouri, took 


leading parts. 

Cabinet members, United States sen- 
ators and representatives and ministers 
from foreign governments listened to 
the speeches at one or both of the 
meetings. Added to these were state 
and municipal officers of all degrees, 
and close to 100,000 cifizens who had 
flocked to the two cities to see and 
hear their superior officers. 

Taft Going Down Mississippi. 

Tonight the president, the speaker, 
the diplomats» the legislators and sev- 
eral hundred representatives of com- 
mercial organizations in the Mississippi 
valley are speeding down the Missis- 
sippi rivér aboard a flotilla of paddle 
wheel steamers, bound for New Orleans. 
There they are to assemble with hun- 
dreds of others in the annual conven- 
tion of the Lakes to the Gulf Deep 
Waterways Association. 

While the president’s utterance on 
waterway improvement was not so far- 
reaching regarding the creation of the 
14-foot channel as thosé of President 
Roosevelt on a similar occasion, ana 
therefore not entirely cheering to the 
advocates of an immediate commence- 
ment, of the work, yet the fact that 
Speaker Cannon unqualifiedly indorsed 
the chief executive’s stand regarding 
bond issues for such projects, gave 
these same advocates encouragement. 
The general good was the test which 
the president prescribed for the under- 


)taking of ambitlous works. 


“Let us take up each project on its 
merits,” he said, “and determine by al} 
means at our command whether the 
country in which that project is to be 
carried out is so far developed as to 
justify the expenditure of Such a large 
sum of money and whether the project 
will be useful when done, 

In Favor of Bond Issue. 

“When you have determined that, on 
the general principle of good to the en- 
tire country, then I am in favor of do- 
ing that work as rapidly as it can be 
done, and I am in favor of issuing 
bonds to do it. . 

‘It has been proposed that we issue 
bonds for $500,000,000 or $1,000,000,000, 
and cut it up and parcel the money out 
in this and that section of the country. 
I am opposed to any such proposition. 
Because it not only smells of the ‘pork 
barrel,’ but would be a ‘pork barrel.’ ” 

“We are on the eve of a great jour- 
ney down the Mississippi river,’ he 
said, ‘‘and cursed be he who calls it a 
junket. The journey, as Governor Had- 
ley has said, has reference to the prob- 
lem of transportation and railways and 
waterways. It is, however, only a 
part of a still greater movement in- 
augurated by Theodore Roosevelt and 
properly called by him the conserva- 
tion of our national resources.” 

Cannon Sees New Light, 

Referring to this sentiment which 
was uttered in a meeting at the St.

Chief Wilkie Says “Spanish 
Prisoner Game” Is Very 
ective.

New Orleans, October 25.—Fully one 
hundred thousand dollars annually is 
being mulcted from credulous persons 
of this country by the “Spanish pris- 
oner game,’ a swindle of which much 
has been written in the papers of all 
parts of the United States.

Traffic in Girls Widespread. 

@r. Janney declared that the traffic 
in girls has become an evil more wide- 
spread than the public imagines, reach- 
ing out into every part of this country 
and~even across the ocean for victims, 
the main line of its operations being 
from Montreal, Boston and New York 
westward, through Buffalo, to Pitts- 
iburg, Chicago, Omaha and Denver, to 
'San Francisco and Seattle. 

The federal gevernment, he said, fs 
doing all it can to suppress the traf- 
fic, but is hampered by a supreme court 
decision that this is a matter for the 
police power of the states to deal with. 
He urged the members of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union to influ- 
ence thelr state legislatures to pass 
more drastic laws on this subject. 

Interstate Traffic in Liquor. 

John Marshall, assistant attorney 
general of the state of Kansas, ad- 
dressed the convention on the question 
of interstate traffic in liquor. He fa- 
vored congressional enactment, making 
it unlawful to ship liquor into prohibl- 
tion territory, declaring that congress 
is barred by the constitution from dele- 
gating its authority over interstate 
trade to the states. He said Senator 
Curtis and Representative Miller, of 
Kansas, had promised to introduce the 
necessary bill at the next session of 
congress. 

After much debate, a resolution sub- 
mitted today by the official board 
amending the by-laws so as to prevent 
any member holding the office ef na- 
tional organizer or lecturer, and state 
president, or national superintendent at 
the same time, was adopted.

Sir Thomas said the best boat won 
each time he was defeated, but he 
pointed out that each time he chal- 
lenged the racing rules had been so 
changed that he had to build for each 
race “a bigger freak than the last 
one.” The rules have been changed 
five times, he said. Of the danger of 
bringing freak yachts across the At- 
lantic he said he had already lost two 
men in such trips. The present rules, 
he asserted, permit the building of the 
“thickest kind of a wall” around the 
America’s cup. 

Sir Thomas said he wanted to race 
for the cup with a 90-footer under the 
universal rule, and would be ready 
to race in 1911.

Governor Continues to 
Receive Letters of 
Praise. 


Governor Brown continues to re- 
ceive letters of approval for his ac- 
_tion in commuting to life imprison- 
ment the sentence of John Harper, con- 
victed of a muider in Murray county. 

For many weary .months . Harper 
passed daily within sight of the gal- 
lows whereupon he was condemned to 
expiate his erime. He was an  ig- 
noran, man, but his mind opened un- 
der the influence of the instruction 


faithful missionaries who visited himin 
jail. He began reading the Bible and 
his instructors became convinced that 
he was a changed man. 

From one court to another his case 
was carried by his attorney, Sam Hew- 
lett. ef Atlanta. Several times he was 
figuratively on the steps of the gal- 
lows, when an executive order stayed 
the hand of the executioner. 

Finally the only man who. could 
save him spoke. It was Carl Foster, 
the only eye-witness to the killing. 
Foster had not teen put up by the 
state at the trial. His testimony was 
unknown to the defense. The solici- 
tor general had positively announced 
that he would convict the accused on 
the testimony of one man, yet that 
man did not testify. 

In an affidavit and finally in pri- 
vate conversation with the chairman 
of the prison commission, Hon, G. R, 
Hutchens, and later before the commis- 
sion, Carl Foster told of the shoot- 
ing on a dark night ina lonely coun- 
try road. The sheriff had not told 
who he was; had met his man and 
commanded him to throw up his hands. 
The man thus suddenty aceosted turn- 
eq and ran. Sheriff Keith pursued and 
shot several times. Harper, after 
running 200 yards, turned and fired on 
his pursuer. 

These were the facts told by the eye- 
witness, Foster. They convinced two 
justices of the supreme court who had 
passed on the caSe as presented in the 
records of the trial, that Harper had 
not. been legally convicted. The affi- 
davit moved Chairman Hutchens, of 
the prtson commission, to favor a com- 
mutation of the sentence. The affi- 
davit finally moved Governor Brown 
to send Harper to the penitentiary for 
life instead of to the gallows. 

Used As Pulpit Llustratien, 

John Harper and the commutation of 
his death sentence by Governor Brown 
was used as an ilustration Sunday 
morning by Rev. Thomas E. McCutch- 
en, pastor of the Jones Avenue Baptist 
church, to stress certain points in his 
sermon on the pardoning of sin. 

The minister took occasion to con- 
gratulate Governor Brown for extend- 
ing clemency to Harper, and said he 
agreed with the sentiment of the gov- 
ernor that— 

“In saving Harper from execution, a 

preacher of the gospel had been cre- 
ated.” ' 
‘ Rev. Mr. McCutchen has visited Har- 
‘per in his cell in the Tower, and he 
itold the congregation he _ believed 
‘Harper was honest in his profession or 
| conversion, and that in reality he was 
(a changed man. 


| Before the death sentence was com- 
muted to life imprisonment Harper was 
visited by Rev. Mr. McCutchen and 
Professor A. A. Lyon, ehorister of the 
'Jones Avenue church, and to them he 
|gave three Testaments, requesting that 
‘they be mailed to certain of his friends 
‘in Murray county who had worked to 
save him. At that time he remarked: 
“Tf I have to hang, I'm ready to go.” 
No Word From Fannin County. 

No word has yet been received from 
'Fannin county as‘to whether Harper 
is to be taken there for trial on the 
other charge of murder still pending 
against him. 

Harper was transferred Monday 
morning from the Tower, where he has 
been confined for more than two years, 
to the Fulton county convict camp to 
' begin serving his life term. The pris- 
oner will at once don a suit of stripes 
and begin work on the county roads. 
He was sent out in the big transfer 
wagon in company with several other 
prisoners. 

When he left the jail, Harper ap- 
peared in good spirits. He bid the jail- 
ers goodby, and thanked them for the 
kind treatment given him.

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WIDEN THE ENTRANCE TO STEWART AVENUE. 


There is no public roadway in Fulton county which is being or will, in the 
future, be more used than Stewart avenue. 

And there will be times—one of them during the coming automobile 
races on the track near Hapéville—when it willjbe the most used road in the 
county. 

It is a. great misfortune that the entrance to this, one of the best 
constructed, most substantial and most desirable roadways in the state, should 
have as its Whitehall street entrance a narrow and insignificant-looking little 
street, which amounts to not much more than the average alleyway. 

Stewart avenue should and will become a drive famoug. beyond the limits 
of the state; but it will not reach that fame as long as the driver of.a vehicle 
has to logk twice to find it and then squeeze into it like the fabled camel in 
the needle’s eye. 

Fulton county has done its part in building this magnificent road. 

It remains for Atlanta to do hers and give it a more satisfactory and 
imposing approach. . 

Where Stewart avenue enters Whitehall street it 1s but twenty-four feet 
wide, from curb to curb—many alleys are twenty—affording scarcely room for 
vehicles comfortably to pass each other. 

In the center of it runs a $treet car track with space so limited on either 
side of it that vehicles must stop close to the curb upon a car’s approach or 
run the danger of “side-swipe” or collision. 

From Whitehall to Wells Street, a distance of approximately 1,000 feet, 
runs this narrow portion of the Street, where congestion, and with it accident, 
is not only possible, but probable. 

From that point the road widens to thirty-four feet between curbs, giving 
vastly more comfort and convenience to travel. 

It is of manifest importance that the entrance to this popular driveway 
should be as wide as, or wider than, the road itself, 

This extra width {is demanded both by beauty and utility, important from 
either standpoint, but more so from the latter. 

And it is Atlanta's duty to do this work. 

It can never be done as cheaply and conveniently as right now. 

Five feet, acquired from the property owners on each side of that portion 
of the street from Whitehall to Wells street, will do the work; ét would be 
better still could the street be widened to forty feet, requiring eight feet on 
each side. et 

But if no more can be done than to make the entrance of a width with the 
main road, the pressing problem will at least be solved and ohne of Atlanta’s 
most attractive boulevards made as it should be, as, sooner or later, it must be; 
and within a year or two the expense of it will be almost doubled. 

For property values in Atlanta do not remain at standstill; and less so 
upon a frequently traveled street than elsewhere. 

And with Stewart avenue’s entrance widened, what will not be the 
growth in property values along that popular thoroughfare? 

Even should the city not take hold of this problem, it would pay the 
property owners handsomely to give voluntarily this little strip needed to 
make this alley-like street an avenue indeed. Y 

But it is a duty, an imperative duty, one withal which may be ignored for 
a time, but cannot be shirked. 

Sooner or later the demand for this improvement will come with such 
forceful insistence that it cannot be longer delayed. 

Atlanta will save money, secure an attractive street and, perhaps, prevent 
serious accidents by widening this approach to Stewart avenue NOW'!

THOUSANDS TO SOUTH 


—Richarad #. Edmonds 


“The Constitution's criticism of 
southern railroads and of our southern 
people for not waking up to the op- 
portunities which await utilization pre- 
sents a situation which has two sides 
to it, according to the way in which 
the matter,” declares 
Richarg H. Edmonds, of Baltimore, 
editor of The Manufacturers’ Record, 
and perhaps the best known writer 
on industrial subjects in America. Mr. 
Edmonds, who is a persistent advécate 
of the upbuilding of the south, is now 
in Atlanta. 

“Tf southern railroads carried out a 

great, broad, comprehensive scheme of 
attracting capital and people south,” 
Mr. Edmonds continued, “they would 
soon be soovercrowded with business 
as tO compel a vast increase in their 
facilities and an expansion of railroad 
building far beyond anything they 
have ever done. It is so much easier 
to go along as at present, for, under 
existing conditions, slow growth can 
be more easily taken care of. There- 
fore, why hustle? On the part of the 
railroads, they -can partly justify 
themselves on the ground that south- 
ern people, broadly speaking, do not 
cooperate with them, and that south- 
ern towns and farm communities do 
not strive consistently and persist- 
entiy to attract settlers and _caDital, 
and, even when settlers and capital 
come, they do not do enough to make 
both feel at home and safe. 
.“The outside man, be he American 
jor foreigner. is not always given the 
@laqg hand of welcome in spirit and in 
deeg as is done in the west and on 
the Pacific coast. sie 

“That's one side.

“We are too well satisfied with our- 
selves; to prone to believe that be- 
cause the Almighty has blessed .our 
country beyond any other land, He 
will force the world to come to us.

‘It is, therefore, incumbent upon 
the railroads now to work still harder 
to bring back to the south the mil- 
lions they have carried out, as well as 
to make known the resources and at- 
tractions of the south to many mil- 
lions who yet know less of the south 
than thev do of the west and Pacific 
coast. . 

“Tet me give a specific illustration 
of what railroads can do for the 
‘south’s upbuilding. About twelve or 
 thirtees vears ago William C. Lover- 
ing. of Massachusgtts, now a member 
of the house of representatives, and 
who was then president of the Awk- 
right Club, an association of New 
England cotton mill owners, wrote me 
for some specific facts about cotton 
manufacturing in the south Among 
others to whom Mr. Lovering’s inquiry 
was communicated was E. St. John, 
then president of the Seaboard Air 
Line. With the energy which he had 
jdisplayed in his western railroad work, 
St. John immediately arranged, 
through D. A. Tompkins, a-director of 
the road, and myself, to invite Mr. 
Lovering and four or five of his cot- 
ton mill friends to visit the south. A 
special Seaboard train was put at the 
disposal of the party, and a ten-day 
trip was made. Ttie Southern railway 
requested the privilege of taking the 
train over some portions of its sys- 
tem, and this, of course, was done. As 
a direct outcome of the investigations 
made on that trip five cotton mills, 
each costing over $1,000,000, was built 
in the south, inciudimg the Masea- 
chusetts mill, at Rome, Ga., in which 
Mr. Lovering and his brother are

WOOD BLOCK ROW 
ALL OVER WITH 


| Investigation Comes to a 
Spectacular Close and 
All Satisfied. 


It is all over with. The wood block 
agony of two weeks has at last ended. 
The finish was spectacular, for after 
_the street committee of council, the 
mayor and all sorts of experts and 
lawyers had wrestled with the wood 
block investigation for a _ fortnight, 
the city attorney was called in yes- 
terday and in reply ‘to questions he 
made the somewhat startling an- 
nouncement: 

“The street committee has nothing 
to do with the wood block paving con- 
tract. Neither have the property own- 
ers. It is all in the hands of the city 
engineer.”’ 

The city attorney modified this de- 
nouement by stating: 

“Of course, if a property-owner 
found any palpable defect that show- 
ed fraud he would have redress, but 
when it is merely a difference between 
experts, it is for your city engineer 
to say whether or not the wood 
blocks are all right.” 

The street committee will make a 
formal report to council so ft can 
have passed up the money which must 
be paid to the experts; then it will 
merely turn over to the city engineer 
what data it has secured from the in- 
vestigation and make what =§sugges- 
tions may be deemed proper under the 
circumstances, 

Experts John FE. Moore and S. C. In- 
- nes made their final report yesterday 
morning on the wood blocks that had 
been hauled to Decatur street and 
Matdison avenue. 

They found some of the blocks a lit- 
tle short on oil, but not enough to 
injure them for paving purposes. 
Other blocks were long on oil or cre- 
osote. They thought that about 15 
per cent of the pine might be classed 
as loblolly, but this was not certain. 
as it was very difficult to classify the 
pine after the blocks had been treated. 

The city engineer said he would 
carefully inspect the blocks as they 
were laid on the streets and would 
employ extra men to do this work. 

Mr. White, the president of the wood 
block company, remarked that he had 
lost about $1,000 from blocks being 
taken off the streets during the in- 
vestigation. 

The whole matter has been amicably 
arranged. The committee thinks the 
-Iinvestigation had qa good effect. The 
contractors will get to work at once 
and Atlanta will Nave well-paved 
streets.

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OLIVE OIL SEIZED 
BY U. S. OFFICIALS 


It Was Alleged to Contain a 
Mixture of. Cotton 


Seed Oil. 


One hundred and twenty cans of “Ex- 
tra Superfine Olive Oil” was ordered 
seized. under a writ of libel issued 
vesterday by United States District At- 
tornev F. Carter Tate. acting under in- 
structions from the department of agri- 
culture, at Washington. : 

It is allewed that the cans contained 
cotton seed oil mixed with the olive 
and the fact that no mention of 
this well-known southern oil appeared 
on the outside of the can, the pure 
food law in vegard to branding and 
adulteration is alleged to have been 
violated. 

The oil was consigned to a well- 
known grocery mergehant in Atlanta 
by G. P. Calogera, of New York city. 

In view of the fact that none of the 
original packages had been broken 
open and the oil had not been sold 
in Atlanta is believed will exempt the 
Atlanta’ merchant. and direct proceed- 
ings against the New York shipper. 

The national pure food and drug act 
prescribes that the contents of any 
package sold shall be plainly labeled 
on the outside of the package. Fail- 
ure to mention the presence of cotton 
seed oil caused the seizure. 

There is nothing in this case to mil- 
itate against the use of cotton seed oil, 
which many prefer to olive oil as a 
condiment. but the fact that its pres- 
“ence was not noted and the contents 
sold purely ‘as “olive oil’ caused the 
seizure.
